beer as a substitute fo r malt. 
A large quantity o f co rn is used an­ 
nually in the manufacture o f whisky , 
and nearly 15,000,000 bushels are used 
every y ear in the m anufacture o f co ­ 
lo gne spirits and alco ho l. 
Even in the 
manufacture o f these pro ducts no thing 
is lo st. 
The glutino us and o ther resi­ 
dues in the manufacture o f starch, 
gluco se, whisky and alco ho l are used 
as cattle feed.
